Calls For Redoubled Efforts 


As Russia Marks 24th 


Year Of Red Army

MOSCOW, Feb. 23 — Manifest­ 
ing deep confidence to millions of 
Russians joyfully celebrating the

Stalin

called for ‘‘complete victory” in 
a ‘‘w ar of liberation” against Ger­ 
many, set larger goals for work­ 
ers supplying the advancing army 
and 
soberly 
warned 
the 
Soviet 
Union that it still faced a tre­ 
mendous and hard fight. 
The enemy, Stalin declared in 
a memorable order of the day to 
the red arm y “is not yet beaten 
and a stern struggle is ahead of 
us.” 
But. he made this pledge: 
‘‘We 
shall 
throw 
the 
enemy 
from the gates of Leningrad and 
liberate W hite Russia, the Ukraine 
and the Crimea. 
“The 
Red 
banner 
will 
fly 
everywhere it has flown before. 
. . . I wish you complete victory 
over the German-Fascist invaders 
. . . forw ard!” 
'Great Newt* Doesn’t Come 
The Russians—and 
the 
world, 
too—‘had anticipated eagerly the 
2ith anniversary of the creation 
of the army which threw back the 
H itlerite forces in the deep snows 
.of the W estern front. They had 
expected that widespread libera­ 
tion of Soviet soil from the Ger­ 
mans 
would 
be announced, 
but 
the morning hours passed in Mos­ 
cow without anything more speci­ 
fic than the midnight communi­ 
que which merely repeated gen­ 
eralities that the Red arm y “ad­ 
vanced and took several occupied 
places.” 
Stalin, on whose direct order 
the c’ounter-offenslve began 
last 
fall, dealt only generally w ith mil­

He said the enemy was defeated 
at Tikhvin and Rostov, in the

With the country calm, and the 
army, navy and police apparently 
solidly behind Baldomir, the chief 
executive canceled an emergency 
m eetin g of his ministers which he 
had scheduled for today. He said. 
however, he will consult with party - 
leaders tomorrow on formation of 
a council of state to Uke the place 
of congress under a decree which 
he signed yesterday.

said: 
“She went down ju st about as 
fast as It takes you to climb from 
the first to the second floor.” 
Worst Tragedy In Years 
The bodies of. 13 men and three 
women are believed still to be 
in the 170-foot boat th at swirling 
channel w aters pinned against the 
upriver side of the pier near mid­ 
stream. leaving only a small part 
above the muddy waters. 
Ross Smith, a professional diver, 
volunteered help for today’s re­ 
newal of aq effort to recover the 
missing. 
Rivermen recalled the tragedy 
as the worst on the Ohio in more 
than 20 years.

tx rlT H due respect to the British, reorganization 
of the top crust in Mr. Churchill's cabinet 
Pears some resemblance to the shakeup over here 
In the office of civilian defense. Both were made 
necessary, or at least desirable, by popular criticism 
of the powers-that-were, sud both are being watched 
by critics with a cold and fishy eye. 
, This is because the characteristic weakness of 
governm ents Is to hang togsther, due largely to the 
fact that politics Is built on personal rules of give 
and take—giving the opposition a kick in the slats 
and taking advantage of every loophole. The same 
old faces keep bobbing up in the reorganizations 
th a t were supposed to dispose of them. There bangs 
over the proceedings, ss a rule, an aura of now- 
you-eee-lt-now-you-don’t humbuggery. 
T he resignation of the Lord Beaverbrooks .and 
Mrs. Roosevelts too often turn out to be things 
done for the record—In response to popular demand. 
Then one day It turns out that popular demand 
somehow has been sidestepped and the same Individ­ 
uals are In the thick of it again. 
It’s all very puzzling to the average citizen, who 
finds comfort only in Hie fact that lie still can make 
his government st least appear to do something to 
piake things better when they get too had, whereas 
his counterpart in nations where boss rule has been 
made legal don't even have that much satisfaction.

The American objective is bound

And now that 
Singapore and

For such a war we are, fortun­ 
ately. not unprepared. Though we 
have dabbled in empire, we have 
had no stomach for it.

n -H E question sounds naive, but it is being asked

and needs to be answered. Strangely, those who 
ask it do not think of themselves as being naive at 
all; they fancy themselves as hard-bitten cynics. 
W hat they want, of course, Is a chance to argue 
that Ute United Statos is fighting for the British 
Empire, the muultlons makers, the party in power, 
or somebody else pulling strings from under cover, 
They insist thie country should fight for itself aud 
Itself alone. 
Given enough rope, they will suggest with a fine 
edge of cutting sarcasm that perhaps the United 
States is making the world safe for democracy 
again, which is supposed to silence the opposition. 
But an odd thing has happened. That crack about 
making the world sate Isn’t sarcastic any more. 
The rancor of the era of disillusionment has been 
dissolved in the ebb aud flow of momentous events. 
It is a lot plainer to Americans than it was a few 
years ago that they did try to make the world safe 
for democracy In 1917—and that through no fault of 
|heir own they failed. 
Tweaty years later a new combination of oppres­ 
sors. similarly bent on imposing their will on popu­ 
lations struggling to resist them, was ready to make 
another bid for worldwide domination. It is that bid, 
more potent than anyone imagined It wits going to 
be, that Americans now are struggling to deny. 
They are not fighting for the British Empire, 
the munition* makers or anybody else; they are; 
fighting for themselves, lf they win, they expect | 
nothing but the privtlege of continuing to enjoy their , 
liberty. If they lose, they expect no more liberty be­ 
cause their enemies have assured them many times 
that their aim is to organize human society Into 
master-slave levels and run it that way, if they can. 
It hasn’t been the spokesmen for democracy who 
have argued that it Is in danger, but the spokesmen 
for autocracy. Thanks to them, there can be no 
legitim ate doubt about the issue of the war. It Is a 
struggle to impose the will of certain political des­ 
pots on millions of human beluga whose chief fault 
has been so strong a desire io be let along that they 
actually convinced themselves It was going to be 
that way.

ON PRICE BOOST 


Henderson Stresses Threat 


Of Inflation In Move 


By. Th# A p t a t e * Pr«M . 
DKS MOINES. la., Feb. 23 — 
Price Administrator Leon Hender 
•on told the nation’s farmers Sat 
urday that "an advance in moat 
farm prices would be illusory” be­ 
cause of the danger of inflation. 
"The plain arithmetic is that as 
one group of prices advances, the 
cost of living Increases and other 
prices go up,” he said in an ad­ 
dress prepared for the National 
Farm 
Institute. 
"It 
is merely 
changing price tags without bene­ 
fit to any consumer and with 
grave threats of disaster to the 
country as a whole. 
'Can’t Benefit Agriculture* 
"I aay to you deliberately that 
further increases In the purchas­ 
ing power of agriculture cannot 
benefit agriculture as a whole (un 
less used for debt reduction) be­ 
cause the supply of commodities 
the farmer buys cannot be in 
creased to match higher farm 
prices.” 
In general, he said the same 
reasoning applied to the wages of 
labor, although he added that 
groups whose standard of living 
now is only at a subsistence level 
“obviously cannot take a cut with­ 
out Impairing health or efficiency. 
The principle of adjusting wages 
to the cost of living should, in my 
opinion, be limited to those work­ 
ers who are really on a sub 
standard level.” 
'Smaller Piece Of Pie* 
“It is going to be a smaller 
piece of pie,” he quipped, “and it 
Is our job to see to it that the 
cuts in the pieces come where they 
can do the least harm to our na­ 
tional strength and our national 
morale.” 
As for the war itself,” he de­ 
clared: 
"Anyone who doubts that we 
will succeed should be interned for 
the duration and anyone who 
thinks it is going to be easy should 
have his head examined.” 


Destroyer Hurls Self 
In Path Of Torpedo To 
Save Ship With Fliers 


B r T he A sM clstei P raaa. 
LONDON, Feb. 23—Under the 
beading “This Was Their Sacri­ 
fice,” the Evening Standard Friday 
published the story of a destroyer 
which sailed into the path of a U- 
boat’s torpedo in order to save a 
troopship bringing hundreds of 
R. A. F. pilots, observers and navi­ 
gators to Britain from Canada. 
The destroyer and all but seven 
of her crew of more than IOO were 
lost. But the troopship with her 
valuable cargo of airmen, each of 
whom had bad at least a year’s 
flying in British and United States 
army schools and in Canada, sailed 
safely into a Scottish port. 
“The fast liner of some 15,000 
tons sailed from a Canadian port 
for Scotland,” the Standard said. 
“She sailed with a destroyer and 
corvette escort warned Shat a sub­ 
marine had been sighted. 
"The U-boat fired a torpedo. It 
in i f sed. It fired another. That also 
missed. A third torpedo was on the 
marking, heading for the belly of 
the ship. 
"The destroyer came between the 
torpedo and the liner. There was 
a terrific explosion.

What Are We Fighting For? 
rp H E question sounds naive, but it is being usked

and needs to be answ ered. Strangely, those who 
ask it do not think of them selves as being naive at 
•ll; they fancy them selves as hard-bitten cynics. 
W hat they want, of course, is a chance to argue 
th at th e United S tates is fighting for the B ritish 
E m pire, the m unitions m akers, the party In power, 
or som ebody else pulling strings from under cover. 
T hey insist this country should fight for itself aud 
itself alone. 
Given enough rope, they will suggest w ith a fine 
edge of cutting sarcasm th a t perhaps the United 
S tates is m aking the world safe for dem ocracy 
again, which is supposed to silence the opposition.

Henderson Stresses Threa 


Of Inflation In Move 


Br Th# Associated Praw. 
DES MOINES, la., Feb. 23 — 
Price Administrator Leon Hender­ 
son told the nation's farmers Sat­ 
urday that “an advance in most 
farm prices would be illusory" be­ 
cause of the danger of inflation. 
“The plain arithmetic is that as 
one group of prices advances, the 
cost of living increases and other 
prices go up,” he said in an ad 
dress prepared for the National 
Farm 
Institute. 
“It 
is 
merely 
changing price tags without bene­ 
fit to any consumer and with 
grave threats of disaster to the 
country as a whole. 
‘Can’t Benefit Agriculture' 
"I say to you deliberately that 
further increases in the purchas­ 
ing power of agriculture cannot 
benefit agriculture as a whole (un­ 
less used for debt reduction) be­ 
cause the supply of commodities 
the farmer buys cannot be in 
creased 
to match higher farm 
prices." 
In general, he said the same 
reasoning applied to the wages of 
labor, although 
he added that 
groups whoee standard of living 
now is only at a subsistence level 
"obviously cannot take a cut with­ 
out Impairing health or efficiency 
The principle of adjusting wages 
to the cost of living should, in my 
opinion, be limited to those work­ 
ers who are really on a sub­ 
standard level." 
‘Smaller Piece Of Pie' 
"It is going to be a smaller 
piece of pie," he quipped, “and it 
is our job to see to It that tbs 
cots in the pieces come where they 
can do the least harm to our na­ 
tional strength and our national 
morale.”

Destroyer Hurls Self 
In PathOf Torpedo To 
Save Ship With Fliers

LONDON, Feb. 23—Under the 
heading "This Was Their Sacri 
flee,” the Evening Standard Friday 
published the story of a destroyer 
which sailed into the path of a U- 
boat’s torpedo In order to save a 
troopship bringing hundreds of 
R. A. F. pilots, observers and navi­ 
gators to Britain from Canada. 
The destroyer and all but seven 
of ber crew of more than IOO were 
lost. But the troopship with her 
valuable cargo of airmen, each of 
whom had had at least a year’s 
flying in British and United States 
army schools and in Canada, sailed 
safely into a Scottish port. 
"The fast liner of some 15,000 
tons sailed from a Canadian port 
for Scotland,” the Standard said. 
“She sailed with a destroyer and 
corvette escort warned Shat a sub­ 
marine had been sighted. 
“The U-boat fired a torpedo. It 
missed. It fired another. That also 
missed. A third torpedo was on the 
marking, heading for the belly of 
the ship. 
“The destroyer came between the 
torpedo and tbs liner. There was 
a terrific explosion. 
“When 
the 
smoke 
cleared, 
watchers on the liner saw nothing 
there except a patch of oil and a 
few spare. It was a hundred sailors 
and an old destroyer in exchange 
for a thousand pilot* and a fast 
liner.”

George W ashington, the father of 
hiB country. Professor Louis Knott 
Koontz would like to get some at­ 
tention for the man he calls “grand­ 
father of his country.” 
This is the man who gave W ash­ 
ington his 
start. He 
is Robert 
Dinwiddie, a Scotchman and colo­ 
nial career man, who was lieuten­ 
an t governor of Virginia at the 
time W ashington came of age. 
“It is not too much of an ex­ 
aggeration to call him the discov­ 
erer of George W ashington,” says 
the historian Koontz. “He made 
him an adjutant of the Virginia 
militia at 20 an<j the commander- 
in-chief of that colony’s forces at 
23.” 
Those 
w'ere 
the days of 
the 
French and Indian war. Dinwiddle 
stood behind his young protege in 
victory and defeat, and he also

published the young m an’s journal 
which made him a national char­ 
acter. 
Koontz, associate professor of 
history a t the University of Cali­ 
fornia’s southern campus, has w rit­ 
ten a book on Dinwiddie. Among 
things he discovered is that the 
Virginia official was among the 
first to see the importance of west­ 
ward 
expansion 
of th e 
English 
colonies, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, 
and 
obtained 
a 
grant 
which, had it rem ained in effect, 
would 
have 
extended 
V irginia’s 
boundaries straight across the coun­ 
try to California. 
A sidelight on the leisurely af­ 
fairs of an earlier day is Koontz’s 
discovery of W ashington and Din­ 
widdie letters, w ritten in m anu­ 
script and under the stress of war, 
which run up to 2,500 words in 
length. 
Dinwiddie was 39 years older 


than W ashington. Says Professor 
Koontz: 
“In the present war, it is en­ 
lightening to reflect on the age of 
the young man whom Gov. Din­ 
widdie chose for the most impor­ 
tan t tasks, and heartening to know 
that the young man measured up 
to them. His decision indicates a 
wise and great personality. This 
was Robert Dinwiddle’s contribu­ 
tion to the career of the man who 
later became the father of his 
country.”

NO. 43 — DEDUCTION FOR 
TRAVELING EXPEN SES 


erO obtain a deduction for travel- 
lug expenses, which form an 
.important item In the returns of 
many taxpayers, certain regulations 
must be observed. The taxpayer is 
required to attach to his return a 
statement showing the nature of 
business in which engaged, num­ 
ber of days away from home dur­ 
ing the taxable year on account 
of business, total amount of ex­ 
pense 
incidental 
to 
meals 
and 
lodging, and total amount of “oth­ 
er expenses” incident to 
travel 
and claimed as a deduction. Among 
the “ other expenses” are tips, pro­ 
vided 
they 
are 
reasonable 
in 
amount 
Traveling expenses are dedqct- 
ibie only when the trip is on busi­ 
ness. They are limited 
to such 
necessary in the conduct of the 


business and directly attributable 
to it." 
Traveling expenses Incurred in 
connection with a journey to an­ 
other city to accept or seek em­ 
ployment are not deductible. Sub­ 
urbanites who commute daily from 
their homes to their places of busi­ 
ness. They are limited 
to such 
the cost of transportation, it being 
a personal expense. 
Claims for deduction for travel­ 
ing expenses must be substantiated 
when requited by the commission­ 
er of internal revenue, showing 
in detail the amount aud nature of 
the expense incurred.
